ILLINOIS, 
COOK COUNTY. 

An account of the effect of the recent heavy 
rains and the overflow of the feeder to the canal 
in the Towns of Palos and Worth, owing to the 
recent damming by the Canal Commissioners 
some 3 miles east of the canal, was given exclu- 
sively in these columns yesterday. The account 
was necessarily, incomplete, and some minor 
inaccuracies may have crept into the report. 
Many of the details were supplied yesterday. 
however, in which nothing that was siated is 
disputed except that the waters were abating. 
Yesterdsy morning the flood bad risen at least 
12 inches, inundating hundreds of acres that 
were the eveving previous comparatively high 
and dry, and covering property of greater value. 
From the dam east along the line of the Feeder, 
for a distance of 12 miles, and on either 
side thereof for the distance of a mile, 
the country was entirely submerged. Most of 
the property was meadow land, valuable princi- 
pally for 116 preseut worth as a pasture aod the 
coming crop of hay, which is destroyed. Many 
fields of growing grain, and many acies of 
ripening vegetabics, sere. of course, deluged. 
but the prinen al Joes was caleulated to 
be by the total destruction of the bay 
crop, which is the staple product of the 
tuousands of acres submerged. ibe loss in 
stock by drowning apd floating away and de- 
struction of fencing is also au important gem in 
the general devasiation, to say nothing the 
inconvenience and privations inflicted on fami- 
hes by the rushing of the waters into their base- 
ments, etc.

Commissioner Guenther reported the fol- 
lowing in bis immediate neighborhood:

Dennis Vardy, 40 acres; John Carosdale, 50 
acres ; Zed Cam , 20 acres, and a farm of 100 
acres, owner unknown. 

These figmes represent but a tithe of the 
vroperty inundated, as it will be seen when it is 
taken into account that the territory flooded is 
12 miles long by 2 wide. Itis a fair estimate to 
say, in the opinion of gentiemen quoted, 
that 30,000 acres are submerged, ail 
told. They estimate the damage, without a 
knowledge of the entire propeity, to be from $2 
to $5 per acre, or to approximate the sum of 
$100,000. Most of the land submerged being 
devoted to the production of hay. anda ton to 
the acre being a low estimate, the aggregate of 
6100, 000 cannot be said to be extravagant.

MORGAN COUNTY. 

Jacxsonvitiz, III., Aug. 2.—The great rain- 
storm of Saturday aud Saturday night raised all 
the streams in thie region to an almost unprece- 
dented height. Bridges, which cost Morgan 
County perhaps $20,000, were swept away by the 
flood. Railroads sufferedimmeosely. The Chi- 
cago, Alton & St. Louis is the only railroad run- 
ning into Jacksonvilie that did not suffer haav- 
ily. The fast express train over the Toledo, 
Wabash & Western Raiiroad, due bere this 
moraing, and the mai! train this afternoon from 
the East, have not yet arrived. Trains over the 
Rvcxford, Rock Isiand & St. Louis Railroad are 
stopped. that road having sustaivea great dam- 
age. The oat crop, most of the wheat, and 3 
large part of the hay crop, are dest:oved, and 
corn has been greatiy injured. A quarter of a 
million of dollars will ha:dly cover the damage 
to crops in Morgan County alone, and the loss 
by the storm in Ceatral Llineis will amount to 
millions of dollars. To-dav was bricht, but this 
evening there are strong indications of another 
rain-storm. * 

INDIANA. 
THE WABASH. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune, 

Lararerre, Ind., Aug. 3.—Tbe Wabash reach- 
ed its highest point about poop to-day, being 15 
inches higher than in 1853. Since then it has 
been falling slowly. The roads to Cincinnati and 
Chicago have run all trains on time to-day. The 
Toledo, Wabach & Western has a bridge wasbed 
out near Peru, where transfers are made, but will 
run through to-morrow. The Logansport, 
New Aibany & Cincinnati Road has run no trains 
to-day, and will not be able to before Thursday. 
About half a mile of embankment was badly 
washed and repair is still impossible 
on account of water this side of tbe 
Wabash River bridge. The storehouse 
connected with an old distil ery floated down 
about half a mile this morning. The brewery of 
Theime & Wagner is full of water. Damage 
about $4,000. A large number of small tene- 
ments on the bank of the river bave been vaca- 
ted by the occupants. Weather clear and pleas- 


ant, 

Lararerrs, Ind., Aug. 3.—The flood in the 
Wabash is more than a foot above the higu-water 
mark of 1858, and several inches higoer than 
ever before since the settlement of the country. 
All the tributaries have been running out, and 
the low ground is all overflowed. In many 
places the river is from 3 to 5 miles 
wide. The damage is ivcaicolabie. Great 
suffering must result to tenaots on 
low lands, whose all is swept away. ‘She Wabash 
bottoms, for am average of & mie and 
a halt wide, are submerged, and crops, 
both harvested and growing, are swept éway. 
Our city ic located on high ground, and slight 
damage has been experieuced, except to manu- 
factories and mills, The destruction of the 
Wabesh 4 Erie Osmal between bere and Fort 
Wayne 18 compiete. It is broken in a buodred 
places. Tbe caval and river have been on a level 
for forty-eight hours, the water of the river 
rusbing through tbe later, and rupning over 
the banks from one to the other at ail low 
places. This will be a terribie blow to the 
people of the State. It is impossible to 
estimate apy more accurately the acre- 
age submerged. The Louisville, New 
Abany & Uhicago Railroad 1s much damaged 
besween here and Bartle Ground. Tue other 
railroads are all right. That city, located on the 
wes: baud of the Wabash, has been cut off for 
two days by water oveiflowing the bridge and 
levees, and communication is only kept opea by 
skiffs. The river bas fallen about 2 webes 
since 7 this moraing, and is still very slowly re- 
ceding.

NMorrrox, Iqd,, Aug. 3.—The Wabash River 
is still rising, although the rain has ceased. 
Driftwood is accumulating very rapidly, and is 
swept with much force by the swift current

A large force of men is 
employed in trying to keep the driftwood from 
biocking up at the bridge.

This evening the St. Mary's, St. Jo- 
seph, and Maumee Rivers are beginning to re- 
cede. The race track and grounds of the Nortn- 
ern Indiana Fair Association, which were seri- 
ously threatened with complete inundation, es- 
caped with slight damage. All the railroads cen- 
treing bere are in good sbape to-day except tue 
Cincinnati & Richmond and Toledo, Wabash & 
Western. On the Richmond Road, the track at 
Geneva, 37 miles south. is completely under wa- 
ter, and regular trains have been abandoned be- 
low that poms, but travel will probably be re- 
sumed to-morrow. This evening at 7 o’clock 
the first train from the south in thirty hours ar- 
rived bere, and that ouly came from Geveva, on 
the Toledo, Wabash & Western Railioad. The 
track at Peru has been under 3 or 4 feet of wa- 
ter, necessitatiug the transfer of passengers. 
Trains from the west arrived here to-day four 
hours late. Reports from the country to-day 
show the damage to the crops to have been fuily 
as great as anticipated.

OHIO. 
THE OHIO VALLEY. 
Cincrnnati Gazette, Aug. &. 

No such wide-spread devastation has been 
known in the Ohio Valley before. For weeks and 
weeks the rain has fallen steadily. and all 
the tributary streams of the Ohio have been 
gradually rising day after day. The storms cul- 
minated in the rains of Saturday night and Shn- 
day. Tbe earth, drenched and soaking, could 
take no more, and the streams, swollen already 
to alarming dimensious, received an additional 
volume of water Their banks have been over- 
flowed, and fields that have been ready for the 
harvester for days are pow under water. Gentie- 
men wh@ came from Columbus last night say 
that all along the Shori-Line Railroad the fields 
are covered with water, above which the shocks 
of wheat are, m many places, barely high 
enough to project. Between Huntington and 
Lafayette it is estimated that at least 100,000 
acres are flooded. Near Circleville 2.000 acres, 
in one place, are covered with wacer. At Mid- 
dietown the Great Miami has expanded to the 
width of a mile. From all parts of Indiana and 
Southern Ohio the same gloomy tidings come. 
Houses have shared the calamity with lands. 
People living in the lowlands have been driven 
to the second stories. Barns apd oucbuildings 
have been swept away. bridges have yielded to 
the tides, ra.lroad tracks are submerged, and 
highways are under water. 

There seems to be no hope of escape for the 
Southern country. The Mississippi. which is 
now risivog slowly, will, in ite turn, feel the ef- 
fects of the vast volume of water from its great 
tributary. and next will, in all probability, come 
an overflow of the South. 

Such a flood as this is wholly unprecedented 
at this season of the year. We have had two or 
three times within the last ten years higher 
water than we now have at Ciocimfati. In 1869 
the river attained a depth of 49 feet, and in 1867 
of 54 feet. if we do not mistake, it has at one 
time since 1866 been as high as 55 tees. But 
those floods ocourred in the spring or winter. 
Now they come iu the midst of the labors of the 
farmers, when the earth is rich iu its produc- 
ings, and when flooded fields mean irreparable 
damage. 


THE OHIO BIVER, 
Cincinnati Commerciat, Aug, 3. 

The Ohio River in front of Cincumati last 
night was a dismal and majestic spectacle. The 
depth of the tawny and monstrous torrent was 
46 feet. The water ran in wild whirls, the pre- 
yailing yellow spotted with dark patches, show- 
ing that the washings from the hills and bottom 
lands were not thoroughly commingled, and the 
current was marked by masses of drifiwood. 
The stream was rising rapidiy, and the telegrams 
tell of tremendous overtiows from the most im- 
portant tributaries above, so that we may expect 
such ariver as has not been seen for many a 

ear.

Cotumsus, O., Aug. 1.— There is generally a 
good deal of exaggeration as to the damage done 
by failure or excess of rain. But to many it 
hardly seems possible to exaggerate now, and all 
through Central Ohio there is but ope opinion, 
namely. that millioos of dollars’ worth of pro 
erty bas been destroyed. The wheat had to 
cut, when cat at all. ip the few transient inter- 
vals between the rains, and much of it was so 
wet when put into shock that even if dry weath- 
er had immediately succeeded the shocking, it 
would have been injured or spoiled. But no dry 
weather came, and rot, blight, and mildew have 
been the consequence. e hogs have been 
turved into hundreds of fields to make the best 
they could of the sprouticg and rotting grain. 
This is on the high grounds. Of course it has 
„een worse in the valleys, for these have every- 
where been submerged, and not only the wheat 
but all other crops have been drowned out or 
washed up and floated away. Along the Hock- 
ing, the Scioto, the Licking, the Coshocton, the 
Tuscarawas, and scores of smaller streams, the 
same lugubrious story is repeated, until one 
wearies with the uniform detaiis of destruction 
and loes. What the effect will be upon other 
crops than wheat, not growing in the valleys, is 
more a matter of conjecture, and the outlook is 
by no means 60 hupeiess. 

THE RAIN-FALL. 
Cincinnah Gazette, Aug. 3. 

The rain-fall at Cincinnati for the months of 
June and July was 14.46 ioches. This is extraor- 
dinary. But St. Louis goes ahead of this city. 
In Jane the Signal Service officer at that place 
reported 10.84 inches. and in July 8.57—total for 
the two months, 19.55. This is about half of the 
average rain-fall of the entire year. At Iudian- 
apolis the rain-fall during the two months, was 
even greater than at St. Louis. The Signal Ser- 
vice officer at that piace reports 12.20 inches in 
June, aod 13.12 inches in July. Total for the 
two months, 25.32 inches, a rain-fall that may 
fairly be claimed to be unprecedented. 

No single storm that we have experienced 
lately has come anywheré near that of June 17, 
1868. The rain began to fall about II o’clock on 
the night of the 17th, and continved, with an 
intermission of an hour, until 7 o'clock the nex:

EX-SECRETARY M'CULLOCH ON THE PAYMENT oF 
NATIONAL BONDS IN COIN, 

Lonpon, July 12, 1878.— To the Editor of the 
New York Tribune: No matter what resolu- 
tions may be adopted by political conventions 
for party purposes, it is uuquestionably true 
that the bonds of the United States, isened dur- 
ing and immediately after the late civil War, 
most of which are known as five-twenties, were 
offered and sold with tbe exprees uudcrstanding 
that they were to be paid, principal and interest, 
in coin. They were subacribed for by our citi- 
zens, and taken from them by foreigners with 
this u ing. Had it been-otherwise, the 
Rebellion would, in all human probability, have 
been successful, for it must be borne in mind 
that the contest between the Government and 
the Confederate States depended in its results as 
much upon money and credit as upon arms. It 
may be said, without detracting from the 
skill and gallantry of the officers and 
soldiers of the Union armies, who won for them- 
selves and their Government imperishable re- 
bown, that the suppression of the Rebellion was 
attributable no less to the superior financial 
streng th than to thesuperior numerical strength 
ofthe North. If victory, other things being 
equa!, must side with the beaviest battalions, it 
is money that keeps these battalions ia the field. 
The remark has been attributed to Napoleon, 
that, in wars between nations, the nation that 
can command the last dollar must at last be the 
victor. 

OBLIGATIONS TO GERMANY AND HOLLAND. 

It may not be too much to say that the Union 
was saved by faith, —by the confidence 
which was placed by our own people and by 
foreigners in tbe. assurances and pledges of 
the Government speaking through its au- 
thorized representatives. Although no for- 
eien loan was directly made, the ability of 
our citizens to subscribe and pay for the bonds 
which were issued depended upon the marke 
which was opened for them in Europe,—chiefly 
in Germany and Holland. The people of the 
United States owe a debt of gratitude to the 
Germans and Hollanders for the confidence they 
uad in our securities, while, with rare excep- 
tions, the investors in ali the other European 
markets regarded them with distrust. The 
dealers in United States bonde in New York and 
other seaboard cities know how important the 
German and Holland markets were to us in the 
days of our greatest financial troubles. The 
German and Holland purchasers of our bonds 
saw tha: they «ere in the usual form of nation- 
a1 0 ligations ; that they were payable in dol- 
lars,—uot like the compound interest on the 
7 3-10 notes, in lawful money, bat in dollars.— 
and they took it for granted that Secretary 
Chase, his immediate successors and iheir agents, 
epoke by authority when they siated, with the 
full knowledge of the Exscutive and the law- 
making branches of the Government, that by 
dollars was meant not irredeemable promises, 
out gold. Indeed, without such assurances they 
would not have supposed that bonds intended to 
be sold im other countries as well as in the 
United States could be payable in anything else 
ed the only international currency of the 
wor!

A SQUASH IN HARNESS. 

In the case of the squash which President 
Clark, of the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege, caused to be harnessed aud bear a pack 
like a male, the nash (not the mule) com- 
meneed by lifting pounds on Aug. 21, and 
ended by supporting a weight on Oct. 31 of 
5,000 pounds and for ten days thereafter. On 
Oct. 24. hfted 4,120 pounds. A Mr. D. P. 
Penhallow is said to have watched with it sever- 
al days and nights, making hourly observations; 
Prof. H. W. Parker was moved to write a poem 
about it; and Prof. J. H. Seeley declared that 
he positively stood iu awe of it. 

After all this trouble and toil, watching and 
wailing. expense and energy spent, what did it 
all amount to, eitherin a scientitic or practical 
sense ? So much, sod no more, thon to know 
bow fara fiea will jump, or how big a boy an 
ordinary Dowu-East svappiog-turtie will sup- 
port and wa k away with. 

One thing in connection with this squash is of 
value, as showing the surprising extension of the 
roots. Eike some human squashes. it was ao 
aristocratic squash, and had a palace to live in 
and servants to attend it. s seeds were 
planted on the Ist of July in one of the propa- 
gating pits of the Durfee Plant House, where 
the temperature and moisture could be easily 
controlled. A rich bed of compost from a spent 
bot-bed was prepared, which was 4 feet wide. 50 
feet long, end about 6 inches in depth. Here, 
under the fosteriug care of Prof. Maynard, the 
seeds germinated, the vine grew vigorously, and 
the squash lifted in a most satisfactory manner.” 

It is well known toevery gardener that our 
winter-squashes will, under favorable circum- 
stances, produce roots at every node, or joint. 
President Clark states that one of these nodal 
roots was washed ont, and found to be 4 feet 
long and to have 480 branches, averaging, with 
their branchlets, a * of 30 inches, making a 
total of more than 1, feet. As there were 70 
vodal roots, there must have been more than 15 
miles in length on the entire vine. There were 
certainly more than 80.000 feet, and of these 
50,000 feet must have been produced at the rate 
‘of 1,000 feet or more per day.

Nevertheless, we again advise our Eastern 
friends, as we have heretofore advised our West- 
ern ones, that Paris green is a deadly poison, 
and must not be applied to plants bearing their 
fruit above the surface of the ground; not be- 
cause there is danger that either the fo- 
age or fruit can take up this sub- 
stance in its form as arsenite of 
copper, or in tts changed form a8 oxide of cop- 
per,—arseniaté® neither can the roots of plants 
—even when present.in the ground im excessive 
aud dangerous quantities—develop the poison 
in the fruit, as some of those who bave patent 
appliances to substitute for it have asserted ; 
but some serial fruits may hold a sufficient quan- 
tity in their cavities and on their surface to ten- 
der its application unwarrantabie, if not absolute- 
ly injurious. 

We do not believe, with an Eastern jourval, 
that the advent of the Colorado pest is à biess- 
ing in disguise, to make farmers put in their 
erops and cultivate better, or to make them 
manure more thoroughly. Improved systems 
io farming have been brought about through a 
more general education of the agricultural 
classes, from the teachings of the press devoted 
to their interesta, and the study of writings of 
practical men. The oon-reading farmers still 
have their crops destroyed by insect-pesta, 
blight, rust, eto, ust as they bave always done 
and always will do. The think ng mau uses bis 
intelligence to provide means for their destruc- 
tion. 

A GOOD SEASON FOR OROPS GENERALLY, 

this has been, and especially so for gar ſeu prod- 
nee. As a consequence it is plenty and cheap. 
The season opened late, aud the weather has 
been uniformly cool, with the exception of a 
few days. There has been plenty of rain, and, 
in the vicinity of Chicago at least, pot too much. 
We have never seen a heavier or more healthy 
growth, including grass. grain, and even corn, 
than this year has brought forth, The reason is 
plain enough. 

The last three—in fact, four—vears have been 
very dry. 0 dry that the earth felt its influence 
to great depths, as shown ip the failing wells 
and the dryiug up of Springs in various portions 
of the West. The drought, itis true, bas not 
been so great as to seriously injure crops as a 
whole, except in particular localities; but, in all 
this time, the earth has not been fully saturated 
with water,—is not so here at this writing; con- 
sequently, plact-food has been brought near and 
to the surface. 

A BEAUTIFUL AND SIMPLE LAW OF NATURE 
acts here as everywhere else. There is a con- 
stant current, soto speak, within the earth, as 
in the air, rivers, and ocean. 

How 

The air is the great storehouse of organic ma- 
terial. Into this aerml ocean ‘everyth once 
having had life, and decaying, is carried to be 
distributed far and wide, and again is given up 
to the earth, by dew and rain, whenever the soi! 
is in a fit condition to :eceive it. This condition 
is due to porosity and tilth. Hard soils carry off 
the water of rains, containing soluble substances, 
iuto the rivers and sea, there to be conserved, 
perhaps, for foture generations, just as was 
once the case in this now fertile West. 

Once in the soil, it is carned down until it finds 
that for which it has a greater affinity than 
water; unless, indeed, it be held mechanically, 
when it is given up through filtration. The 
earth being thoroughly saturated with water, 
this soluble matter may be carried to great 
depths; but, becoming again dry, the moist- 
ure ascends toward the surface, and is 
taken up by the roots of plants; or, reaching 
the surface, is evaporated, and again passes into 
the air. 

But some one may sk, What has all this to 
do with the present prolitic seasun ? 

It has everythiug to do with 1. 

THE CURRENT OF MOISTURE 
has, for the last four years, been almost contin- 
ually passing upwards. It has not yet ceased to 
do 80 in maoy locaiities, for the reason that the 
subsiratum, at a considerable depth, has not 
yet become super-saturated with water 
from above, end, ocensequentiy, is sul 
employed in carrying moisture to the surface, 
and with it its wealth of organic and inorganic 
material for the sustenance of plants. 

So the manures that have been applied to the 
soil have not, for the last three vears, for the 
want of suflicient moisture; acted promptly.

Why, again? 

There bas vot been excessive heat, accom- 
panied by undue moisture, to disorganize plant- 
structures. There has been sufficignt rain to 
keep the pores of the soil filled with the vapor 
of water without saturation,—just what plants 
want. Hence, vegetation of every kind, when 
it bas not been eaten by insects, drowned by 
floods, or tora by tornadoes, 18 

VIGOR)US, DARK, AND HBALTERY. 

Again: All plant-food must be held in water 
in a soluble state, or, at least, so divided me- 
chanicaliy ag to be able to enter the pores of 
plants, along with the moisture taken up 
by the roots. Tue firmer the tilth, the more va- 
por of water will the soil constantly contain. The 
richer the soil, either naturally or artzficially, 
the more perfectly can this vapor become esatu- 
rated wich plant-tood. The roots find suste- 
nance everywhere in the earth; the labor of the 
tiller of the soil is lessened ; plants grow strong 
and healthy, and produce abundant crops to re- 
ward the intelligent labor of the cultivator. 

** Drought scares the farmer. Too much water 
destroys his hopes.” ‘There is a whole sermon 
contained in this maxim to the intelligent, think - 
ing farmer. Atwin maxim, containing another 
sermon, may be found in this other and equaily 
important ome: It costs no more to cultivate 
arich acre than a poor one.” The product of 
ove is two or three fold greater than the 
other, Indeed, it, as a rule, costs less; for, if 
the weeds are destroved while the crop is young, 
it growe strong and heavy, and quickly shades 
the soil. and thereafter weeds will make but lit- 
tle headway. Herein comes in another maxium 
for the farmer: All plants must have sunlight 
on their foliage, and pleuty of it, to reach the 
best results. P. 


LABOR. 


THE FALL RIVER OPERATIVES’ VACATION. 

Fatt River, Mass., Aug. 3.—About 15,000 
operatives are idie and probably will be for thirty 
days, althougn rumors prevail that work will be 
resumed ina week. A great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion prevails, and many are willing to go to work, 
including a good part of the spinners, who here- 
tofore have acted almost as a udit. How long 
the mills will remain closed, it is impossible to 
say. The manufacturers say that they do not 
know themselves; but one thing which will in- 
fluence them very much is that they think it 
hard that operatives who are opposed to a strike, 
and willing to work at a reduction of wages, 
should be locked out. The store-keepers have 
given notice that if the operatives can afford to 
take a vacation of thirty days, they can afford to 
pay cash for their goods, and no credit will be 
given until they return to work, Every mill is 
stopped with the exception of Staff which 
will soon close.

The smell of 
a green garden substituted for the smell of rum- 
shops is aa of moral reform. A man is 
apt to be less of a sinner out in the suburbs than 
he is iu town. 

Rep.—An improved physical condition would 
seem to be the great end attained.

HORRIBLE CONDATION OF AFFAIRS IN & MILITARY 

PENITENTIARY. 
Cwm-.nnatt Gee. 

Wasurseror, Aug. 2.—The horrible condition 
of affairs in the Texas Penitentiary at Huoteville 
has just been brought to light. An investigation 
in progress there bas called outa report of a 
thorough examination, made under the direction 
of Gen. Augur, by Assistant Judge-Advo- 
cate Emery last year, aud the same con- 
dition is reported dy citizens to exist 
at present. Upon -receiving the report 
all military prisoners were at once ro- 
moved on recommendation of Gens. Augur. 
Sheridan, and Sherman. There were 1,300 
prisoners, 633 living in the Penitentiary, and the 
rest working oo ths plantations and rajlroad. 
The number in the Penitentiary siept and lived 
in 295 cella, less than 8 feet by 5, with no ven- 
tilation except a grate in the door. Food was 
very poor, aod only twenty minutes allowed for 
two meals ; all the reat of the time—from 5:30 in 
the morning till night—at work and 
no supper, except some corn bread 
handed into the  celis, Punishments 
were horrible. Those on the plaotations 
were flogged severely on the least provocation, 
and in the Penitentiary and on the railroad they 
used frequently what was known as the horse, 
consisting of a small iron driven into a post. 
Tae prisoper was then seated astride this with 
his back to the post and his hands and feet tied 
behind it. The stock was commonly used, with 
the place for the head and arms so arranged that 
the prisoner had to stand oo his toes or risk 
breaking his neck if be let himself down on bis 
flat foot. These things are only indications of 
the whole management.

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Reports of damage by floods continue to 
be received from various sections of the 
West and South. The vicinity of Chicago 
has not been wholly spared in the general 
havoc. In the Towns of Palos and Worth 
the lands, im all about 30,000 acres, lying 
along the feeder connecting the Calumet 
marshes and the Illinois & Michigan Canal 
are badly overflown, and the loss to farmers 
is estimated at $100,000. In Indiana the 
destruction is almost incalculable. The Wa- 
bash River, 15 inches higher than ever before 
known, has swept away everything along its 
banks, including crops, farm buildings, 
and implements, mills, manufactories, 
eto. The Wabash & Erie Canal 
is almost ruined by the high water, having 
broken its banks in a hundred places. At 
Memphis the Mississippi was still rising 
slowly; having already reached a stage which 
threatens an appalling destruction among the 
levees and plantations. Happily the rains 
have ceased, and there are grounds for hope 
that the mighty river will diminish itself in 
time to avert the imminent wide-spread dis- 
aster. Singularly enough, in the midst of all 
this terrible record of water-waste comes the 
report from Madison, Wis., of suffering in 
consequence of protracted drought. 
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THE NATIONAL EXCHANGE. 

Prior to the War, and for some ‘time sub. 
sequent to the outbreak, we had in this coun- 
try a system of State Banks, which in some 
ten or more States maintained specie-pay- 
ments, redeeming their notes on demand in 
coin. The country then engaged in a strug- 
gle for life with armed rebellion; then fol- 
lowed the issue of national notes, made legal- 
tenders, the taxation of State Banks out of 
existence, and the creation of a new banking- 
system, of which redemption in coin was not 
required. A result of this establishment of 
an irredeemable currency was the organiza- 
tion of what was called a Gold-Board, in 
New York,—which practically has been 
from that day to this a National 
Gold Exchange or National Bank, through 
which the irredeemable currency of the coun- 
try is bought and sold at its value in real 
money. It is only through this National Ex- 
change that the currency of the United States 
is convertible into money; it takes the place 
of the old specie-paying banks, with this dif- 
ference: that the banks, having issued the 
notes, redeemed them at par in coin, while the 
Gold Exchange, not having issned the notes, 
redeems or buys the currency as any other un- 
current or depreciated funds. 

The Gold Exchange is an institution main- 
tained by private capital. Its members hold 
a cash capital of seventy-five to eighty mill- 
ions of dollars, one-half or more of which 
they hold on deposit in the New York Sub- 
Treasury for safe-keeping. With this capital 
they transact the general clearing-house busi- 
ness for the currency of the United States. 
They handle all the gold that is mined; they 
sell whatever gold is exported. Directly or 
indirectly, all the gold transactions of the 
people and Government, as well as of all the 
States and municipal governments, are done 
through that New York Gold Exchange. 
When payments of any kind have to be made 
in gold, whether for customs, or for bills of 
exchange, or for any other purpose, the gold 
has to be obtained, directly or indirectly, 
through this Exchange. Any man wanting 
a thousand dollars in coin for any pur- 
pose must take his greenbacks or his Na- 
tional Bank notes to this Exchange, and 
there have his depreciated paper exchanged 
for money. The rate at which the exchange 
can be had varies. One man may offer to 
furnish the $1,000 in coin for 1,130 paper 
dollars, when another may offer the coin 
for 1,125 paper dollars; the man needing the 
coin will close the bargain with the person 
who offers to take the least number of paper 
dollars. The value of greenbacks in ex- 
change for gold may, and actually does, vary 
repeatedly in the course of a week, and even 
of a day. The Gold Exchange, however, pur- 
chases at the current \rates; its business is 
incessant, its rooms have been open continu- 
ously from the beginning fourteen years ago, 
except when closed abruptly on Black Fri- 
day, and during a day or two in the panic 
of 1873. The Government itself has 
to deal directly or indirectly with 
this Gold Exchange, this National 
Clearing-House for the currency. When it 
has more gold than it needs, it offers gold in 
exchange for greenbacks, and asks for bids, 
stating how many paper dollars will be given 
for $100 in gold. Whoever will give the 
greatest number of paper dollars for the 
gold gets the bargain. The man who has to 
pay customs duties, or has to purchase a 
bill on London, on the contrary, wishes to 
get gold, and he sells his greenbacks to some 
one in the Exchange who will give him coin 
for the least number of paper dollars. 

This National Bank or Exchange for the con- 
version of the currency into coin is a necessi- 
ty. It is essential to the transaction of busi- 
ness. If there were no place at which the 
currency could be exchanged for gold, business 
would come to astand-still ; there would be a

change takes the Governmen 
and redeems the 3 at a discount, 
which, it is true, varies every day ; but there 
is no other method provided for converting 
notes into coin, and whatever purchasing 
power they have is given to them in that Ex- 
change or Bourse. 

The demagogues who tell the country that 
a specie redemption of the currency is un- 
necesaary, that we can get along without gold 
and silver, and that our paper money is the 
best thatcan be devised, overlook or suppress 
the fact that the national existence in a pecu- 
niary sense, and the continuance of trade and 
commerce, have only been possible, since the 
suspension of specie-payments nearly four- 
teen years ago, because of the organization 
with private capital of the Gold-Exchange, 
where this currency may be converted into 
coin, and may have a value given to it which, 


in the absence of such conversion, it could 


not have. Had there been no such combina- 
tion of private capital for the exchange of 
gold for currency, the paper-money system 
would have tumbled to pieces years ago. 
When paper-money ceases to be exchangeable 
for gold at some price, it ceases to have any 
value at all or the purchase of commodities 


or payment of labor. 


THE PROPOSED ABSTRACT JOB. 

The County Commissioners have proceeded 
so far in the abstract job as to report favor- 
ably upon Mr. Orro PxLTZn's proposition in 
preference to the others. The only reason why 
Peurzer should receive the job rather than 
Surpman, or Hock, or any df the others, 
is because Pran is content with from 
$5,000 to $10,000 less money than any of the 
others; but as the proposition, at the best, 
is to spend some $45,000 or $50,000 of the 
people’s money to the people’s damage, it 
should not be entertained in any shape. The 
mere fact that Pexrzer will be satisfied with 
some thousands less than his competitors is 
creditable to him so far as it goes; but it is 
the duty of the County Commissioners to re- 
member that they are proposing to pay $45,- 
000 for something the people do not want, 
and which will be of no sort of public value. 

What Mr. Peirzzx and his competitors pro- 
pose to furnish the county at the cost of 
$45,000 to $50,000 is an index of the records 
since the fire, and of such scraps and odds 
and ends of titles ante-dating the fire as have 
found their way into the Recorder’s office by 
the record of deeds and a transcript of ab- 
stracts of titles, All this stuff is notably in- 
complete, irregular, and jagged; it is also 
irresponsible and untrustworthy. It has no 
official value whatever. The only evidence 
of titles prior to the fire of 1871 is to be 
found in the abstract books of the three firms 
of Suortaux & Hoarp, Jones, SLA 
& Oo., and the Case Brothers. They 
had kept three separate and distinct sets of 
books, and, when the fire came and destroyed 
all the records of the county, these firms 
were able, by joining their possessions and 
by careful comparisons, to produce abstracts 
of titles that have commanded universal re- 
spect.and everywhere passed current. When 
a property-owner wishes to sell or borrow 
money he can do so with a satisfactory ab- 
stract furnished by Hanpy, Smmrons & Co., 
who now control these three sets of books; 
but, if he should produce nothing but the 
transcripts of papers filed in the Recorder's 
office, for which nobody is responsible, and 
even these in an irregular and incomplete 
condition, we doubt whether he would make 
much headway in his proposed sale or loan. 
Where, then, is the advantage of the pro- 
posed expenditure of $45,000, except for the 
benefit of Mr. Orn. Peirzer and his part- 
ners, or whoever secures the job ? 

There is a still more important considera- 
tion which should prompt the County Com- 
missioners to throttle the job before it goes 
any further. The indices which Mr. PxLrzzn 
wants to farnish would be open to the prying 
eyes of speculators. They would furnish 
without money and without price a full op- 
portunity to the land-sharps and title-sharks 
to rake through titles for blackmailing pur- 
poses. The smallest flaw or defect will 
serve in the hands of these sharks as a suffi- 
cient cloud on which to bring suit, or fleece 
the actual owner to avoid litigation. At pres- 
ent the adventurers who live upon this busi- 
ness have not free and ready access to the 
evidences of title ; they can only discover their 
flaws by accident, and can only run down 
titles by paying the abstract mena round 
price for the privilege. If Mr. Perrzzn’s 
scheme goes through, he will have 
a corps of assistants at work, who 
will make their memoranda as they 
go along, and have ample blackmailing ma- 
terial on hand when they get through. For 
this weapon against themselves some of the 
County Commissioners propose that the 
property-owne:s of Cook County shall pay 
out $45,000. We hope that a majority will 
be found against the conspiracy. 

The Recorder's office is for the protection 
of property-owners, but was never designed 
to be an abstract-office for the benefit of land- 
hawks. Such transcripts of ante-fire papers 
as are to be found in the Recorder’s office 
have been furnished by the owners for their 
own benefit, and not to create an opportunity 
for a $45,000 job in the interest of profes- 
sional title-sharks. Mr. Prrrzun and all 
the other gentlemen who want to go into this 
job should be promptly ordered out of the 
County Building by the Commissioners, as 
scheming to charge the people an exorbitant 
price for something the people do not want. 


THE POLICE FORCE. 

The official proceedings of the last meeting 
of the Common Council throw some light 
upon the recent hitch in the confirmation of 
Mr. Gzorce L. Doxkar as City Marshal. It 
will be remembered that, when Mr. Dunuap’s 
name was first proposed, a sufficient number 
of the Aldermen absented themselves from 
the regular meeting of the Council to prevent 
any action being taken. Now Mr. Duntar 
has been confirmed, but in what maziner? 
In the first place, the first section of the ordi- 
nance establishing the Police Department 
was amended to read as follows: 


each of said offices shall be two years, com 

July, 1875. The said City Marshal, General Bu 
tendent, and Deputy Superintendent of Police shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, with the approval of the City 
Council. The salary of the City Marshal shall be 
$4,000 per year, that of General Superintendent $3,700 
per year, and that of Deputy

troller, of the public property, records, and 
equipments belonging to the Police 

This appears fair and upon its 
face, and establishes the fact that Mr. Gzonez 
L. Donar is head of the police foree, but 
what kind of a head is he? Is he anything 


more than a figure-head? Sec. 5 of the or- 


dinance was amended to read as follows : 

Sec, 5, The said force shall consist of one Genera! 
Superintendent of Police, one Deputy-Superintendent 
of Police, four Captains of Police, twenty Sergeants, 
and the police patrolmen now in the employ of the 
city, which may be increased or decreased in numbers 
from time to time, or any police patrolmen may at any 
time be removed or diecharced fiom the force by the 
Supermtendent of the force, with the concurrence of 
the City-Marshal ; the Sergeants may be removed and 
diseharged or reduced in rank by the City-Marshal, 
with the written concurrence of the Mayor of the eity. 
All the members of the police force shall take an oath 
to faithfully discharge their duties. 

This ambndment gives to the Superintendent, 
not the City Marshal, who is the head officer, 
the power of increasing or decreasing the 
force and of removing or discharging men. 
In this respect, the City Marshal occupies a 
purely negative position. On the one hand 


he is hedged in by the Superintendent, on 


the other by the Mayor. He may issue or- 
ders, but suppose they are not obeyed—what 
remedy has he in the premises? Is he not 
absolutely powerless? He cannot remove a 
mat for disobedience of orders or for insub- 
ordination of any sort. That power is vest- 
ed in the Superintendent, and how the Su- 
perintendent will be disposed to exercise that 
power is already too well known by the pres- 
ent demoralized condition of the police force 
under him. 

There is one compensation, however, in the 
nomination of Mr. Doxtar. Heretofore it 
has not been possible to obtain the issuance 
of any orders against the mock auctioneers, 
the confidence-men, the bunko-men, the 
gamblers, and the low dens of all sorts which 
infest our streets, They have flourished with 
the connivance of the police, and have been 
protected by the police. Now there isa 
likelihood that orders will at least be issued 
for the suppression of these pests, and, if 
these are not obeyed, although the City Mar- 
shal will be powerless in the premises, the 
public will know where to locate the respon- 
sibility. This will bring matters to a crisis, 
for itis not possible that Mr. Duxiap will 
hold an office and be inactive init, or that 
he will wink at the disgraceful and 
infamous scenes which occur every 
day and night in our streets, as the 
present police officials have. He will 
issue orders for their suppression, and al- 
though he may be hedged in by the Mayor 
on the one side and Messrs. Remw and 
Hickey on the other, the latter holding office 
independent of him, these orders will go to 
Rum and Hicker to be put in force. If 
they are not put in force, then these two off- 
cers and the Mayor will be responsible. We 
hope Mr. DuxLar will be prompt and fear- 
less in making these orders, and in demand- 
ing their enforcement. Let us know at once 
just where we stand, and whether it is possi- 
ble to have criminals arrested when the orders 
for their arrest are issued. Let us know 
whether Mr. Dun ap is merely a figure-head 
between the Mayor and the Superintendent, 
or whether he is really the head of the Police 
Department. Are we to have a reform in the 
police force, or is the present demoralization 
to continue ? 


THE CHICAGO CUSTOM-HOUSE. 

The first report of the Commission of Chi- 
eago architects appointed by the city author- 
ities to investigate the work of the Custom- 
House fully confirms the outline of their con- 
clusions which was given by Tar Triscne 
some days ago. Their report is brief, intelli- 
gent, and unanimous. They sum up their 
conclusions as follows: 

{ Firet—That there is no evidence of weakness or in- 
stability in the present structure, 

Second—That the foundations are sufficient, with the 
precautions suggested in this report, to carry the load 
contemplated by the design, 

Third—That the Buena Vista stone, carefully select- 
ed, will be as durable as any sandstone that can be ob- 


r pC is of the opinion that work on the 
building could be resumed (with the precautions sug- 
gested) and carried on to completion. 

This report ought to appeal directly to the 
President and Secretary of the Treasury, and 
induce the former to authorize and the latter 
to order an immediate resumption of work on 
the Custom-House. The character of the 
gentlemen composing the local Commission, 
as well as the results of their tests so intelli- 
gently set forth in their report, should induce 
this result. We shall only go over the prin- 
cipal reasons why the Administration should 
adopt this course. 

1. We must insist that the same number of 
men could not be found anywhere in the 
world so competent to give an opinion on the 
character of the work as Messrs. VanOspzt, 
Bunt mo, Bortneron, Wmock, Bion, 
Cursprovenr, and EAN. Equally skillful ar- 
chitects and engineers could be selected else- 
where, but they would not have the requisite 
experience in Chicago building and the neces- 
sary knowledge of the supporting power of 
Chicago soil, It would not be possible 
to pick out seven other men in Chi- 
cago who would deserve and command the 
same confidence in an investigation of this 
kind. These gentlemen together have plan- 
ned and constructed a majority of the best 
public and private structures in this city. 
They have, therefore, a special knowledge 
and a special experience that ought to weigh 
in the consideration of their report. 

2. These gentlemen would not dare to com- 
mit themselves to so strong a recommenda- 
tion that the wofk should be continued if 
there were any probable likelihood that their 
prognostications should prove to be false, and 
that the Custom-House, if erected on thé 
present foundations, should be untenantable. 
Their reputations would be sullied in their 
own home, their business damaged, and their 
best interests seriously affected. Their re- 
port, therefore, must be accepted as the hon- 
est opinion of the most competent gentlemen 
who could have been called upon for this 
work, 

8. The seven architects and engineers who 
have made this report represent directly the 
people who pay for the Oustom-House, and 
who are, therefore, the principal party in 
interest. It may be approximately estimated 
that, in the division of the Government works 
throughout the country, the people in Chi- 
cago who contribute to the support of the 
General Government pay the entire cost of 
the Custom-House, or, in other words, their 
full proportion of the entire cost of the Gov- 
ernment public works. Of these people it 
is safe to say that there is not one in ten 


thousand who will not prefer to abide by the 


decision of the Commission of home archi- 
tects than by that of the three Commission- 
ers appointed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. If, then, the people who pay for the 
building are to be consulted concerning its 
construction, the work should be resumed at 
once. 


4. So far as the Chicago architects antago- 


Commissioners estimated upon a pressure 
per square foot of more than double what the 
actual pressure will be when the building 
shall be completed. They show that the 
pressure can be so equalized as to be brought 
under three tons per square foot, instead of 
six, as the Government Commissioners esti- 
mated, and so that any settling that may 
occur will be uniform. They have found 
that the cracks in the walls, which the Gov- 
ernment Commissioners attributed to the 
settling of the walls, was really caused by the 
expansion resulting from the frost which got 
under the cement; this is proved by the 
closing of these cracks as the frost exudes 
from the foundations. They have also found 
that surrounding buildings, of much greater 
height than the Custom-House, built upon 
exactly the same character of soil, and having 
a greater pressure per square foot, are not 
sinking, but bid fair to remain as solid and 
substantial for generations as when first 
erected. 

5. It must be taken into account, which 
the Government Commission seems to have 
overlooked entirely, that the erection of the 
building furnishes a gradual and uniform in- 
crease of the pressure upon a solid founda- 
tion of cement, and that the test of a sudden 
pressure of double the weight on a single 
square foot of excavated ground without ce- 
ment is altogether unfair. Itis very much as 
though a cannon-ball were fired out of a gan 
at the ground; it would not fail to make an 


indentation in this case, though it would not 


make an impression if quietly deposited on 
the ground. o foundation of the Custom- 
House is the cement which is packed and 
solidified on all sides at a thickness of per- 
haps 3 feet, and corresponds to a solid rock 
base dovetailed and pivoted at the four cor- 
ners. The superstructure rests upon this, 
and not upon the bare ecrth, and grows 
heavy so gradually and steadily as to be a 
very different pressure from a sudden imposi- 
tion of the same weight per square foot on 
the grou.cd. 

All these considerations, in connection with 
the suggestions for removing the defective 
stones, form an appeal to the Secretary of 
the Treasury for a reconsideration of his de- 
cision which he should not resist. As to hi 
determination to await an investigation bys 
Congress, he must remember that he will con- 
front an Opposition Congress, determined to 
find flaws in the work of this Administration, 
no matter what it may cost the people. Ma- 
terial will be needed fora Presidential cam- 
paign, and there will be a partisan political 
investigation, ordered and conducted by in- 
competents, for mere party purposes. This 
will come in any event, but it is better that it 
should come in a way that will not take 
money out of the people’s pockets 
and delay the construction of the 
building for years, than to come at a 
cost of at least $1,200,000. If the work goes 
on and turns out as the Chicago architects 
predict, and believe, it will furnish a com- 
plete answer to the impeachment that an Op- 
position Congress will be sure to put upon it. 
If the work does not go on, Chicago will 
have to suffer for mere partisan designs, and, 
meanwhile, the present exposed walls will 
grow into such a dilapidated condition as 
almost to justify the determination to pull 
them down. It is estimated that the damage 
done to the walls since work was suspended 
amounts to many thousands of dollars. No 
effort has been made to protect them from 
the elements. Water has settled down be- 
tween the brick and stone; stones have been 
displaced, and the whole structure has been 
abandoned as if it were an old and worthless 
ruin. If left till Congress examines it, and 
finishes its partisan wrangle, the walls may 
be in a condition to warrant pulling down. 
Every consideration, therefore, should per- 
suade the President and the Secretary of the 
Treasury to order an immediate resumption 
of work. 


A little more than five years ago, Bznza- 
min NaTsan, a very wealthy and influential 
New York banker, was murdered in his own 
room in his own house on Twenty-third 
street, opposite the Fifth Avenue Hotel. It 
was a most daring crime. Among the per- 
sons suspected of it was the elder son of the 
victim, WasauveTton Natuan, a fast man” 
about town, who spent his father’s money 
very freely. He was examined on the sus- 
picion, but his mistress, in order to save her 
paramour, swore that he was with her about 
the time the murder must have been commit- 
ted. A number of different clues were fol- 
lowed up, but without success. The matter 
was finally dropped. The Narnax mansion 
stood tenantless for some years. No one 
would live in it, although it was offered rent- 
free in the hope of getting a tenant. It has 
since been changed into stores and shops. 

The murder has just been brought into 
prominence again by the testimony of 
ex-policeman Srpyzxy H. Comm before the 
Legislative Committee which is investigating 
the misdeeds of the New York city police. 
Conxiim’s story, in brief, is as follows: A 
month after the murder—Aug. 28, 1870— 
he arrested a certain Mien. Ryan for a 
burglary. Ryan showed great excitement, 
and soon spoke of she Narnax murder, to 
which Conz had made no reference. In 
the valise which he was carrying was a linen 
duster, with the marks of a bloody hand up- 
on it. When this was shown him, he said: 
That damned linen coat will hang me.” He 
afterwards declared that it was a shame 
that a poor man should suffer for 
a rich man's crime.” Conxum at 
once suspected him of complicity 
in the Narnax murder. He went to see 
Wassineton Natuan about it, and the latter 
promised him large money if he would keep 
still. Further investigation showed that 
Mont Rr had a brother Jon, a servant 
of young Narnax, to whom the duster was 
tbupposed to belong. Mios is given a very 
bad character by his former employers. He 
was in New York the night of the murder; 
he was not at his home that night; he tried 
to kill himself after being arrested,—which 
he would hardly have done had he thought 
he was accused only of burglary ; he passed 
by the Narnax house the day before the mur- 
der, and asked who lived there; he refused 
to see Wasurinoton when the latter was at 
the station where he was confined; and 
he was identified by two people who 
saw him sitting near Wasnroton on the 
cars between Morristown and New York, just 
before the deed was done. CoxxL VS efforta 
to follow up the matter were frustrated by 
his superiors. Capt. Kutso rebuked him, 
and Supt. Jounpanw said to him: “If you 
don’t drop this Natuan business, you won't 
wear the buttons twenty-four hours.” Judge 
Carpozo, the Ring Judge, who is a near rela- 
tive of the Natuana, heard Conni story, 
and then threatened to have him arrested as 
the murderer. He was ordered on duty when 
Ryan was to be brought up on the charge of 


and courts and demands investigation. 

The next step in the case is to find the 
man Micnzr Ryay, who was turned loose 
by the New York Judge. Who knows where 
he is, or what has become of him ? 

We would not rashly accuse a son of the 
murder of his father for the purpose of get- 
ting possession of the capital the profits of 
which he already enjoyed. But, if Conxzzy’s 
testimony should be corroborated, not only 
wil] the mystery of the murder be brought to 
light, but there will be a revelation of the 
scandalous way in which political police 
forces like those of New York may be man- 
aged and mismanaged.

Lass majority over Hamax in the 
State, four years ago, was 37,153. It is 
doubtful if McGrerny’s is as large now. 

The English way of investigating railroad dis- 
asters, and punishing persons responsible for 
them, manifestly has ite advantages. Here, in 
America, we are powerful enough as investi- 
gators, but too often stop when the blame has 
been ascertained and definitely fixed. We are thus 
placed in the position of searchers after abs rut 
truth, and our interest in cases of this kind be- 
comes merely scientific. The proceedings of the 
Coroner’s Jury at Brainerd, Minn., which ioves- 
tigated the Northern Pacific disaster, illustrate 
the general procedure. The jury found thatthe 
broken bridge was built of unsuitable timber ; 
that it bad long been considered unsafe by com- 
petent judges ; that the officials of the Northern 
Pacific whose duty it was to examine struc- 
tures of this kind were either negligent 
or incompetent ; and that the conductor of the 
train did not warn.the passengers of danger 
when he had ampie time to do so. Now, in the 
language of Mr. TwW Inn, What are they going 
to do about it? Is no one to be punished for 
the criminal negligence which caused the loss of 
several lives? If the ma:ter reste here, the in- 
vestigation was worse than useless, for it cost 
money, and kept several able-bodied men from 
productive labor. Censuring or reprimanding 
railroad-officials does no good. As well might 
deaths on the rail be accepted as Providential, 
and inquiry into them be deemed profane, ag to 
have the present metnod of investigation, and 
nothing besides, continue. 


Although the South is comparatively free from 
outrages this summer, Mississippi shows some 
activity in that direction; and the remarkable 
feature of those lately reported there is, that 
the negroes are almost invariably the aggres- 
sors,’ and, at the same time, the chief sufferers. 
At Yazoo City, on the 30th ult., a negro was ar- 
rested on a chargeof violating a negro girl. He 
was taken from jail by a negro-mob, and hanged. 
without benefit of clergy. The report says that 
a number of white men were present, but took 
no part im the transaction. Negroes are also 
said to be committing a good many murders in 
the State, and they are being quite generally 
hanged for their crimes. Intimidation of negro 
Democrats by negro Republicans is frequently 
reported. The whites, on the other hand, are 
represented as peaceable, industrious citizens. 
Friends of the black men will undoubtedly say 
that, as these reports are almost entirely made 
by whites, and there is an obvious motive to 
misrepresent, it may not be well to jump at con- 
clusions; and, under the circumstances, some 
incredulity will be becoming and useful. 

Some gentiemen of Chicago ought to be 
thankful for the information that Col. Epwarp 
F. Bisnor has found his sword, and will soon 
have it in his poesession. The only sword he 
ever gave a fig for, to which the present refer- 
ence is made, was given to him Sept. 3, 1862, by 
certain citizens of Chicago. He wasat that 
time Adjutant of the Eighty-seventh Regiment 
Illinois Volunteers.

RUSSIA. 
THE HARVEST. 
London Standard. 

Sr. Perernssvne, July 15.—The accounts of 
the coming harvest are by no means satisfactory. 
Although the exportation of corn forms the chief 
article of Russian commerce, no means exist of 
obtaining full and authentic information on the 
subject. This ignorance has often the most dis- 
astrous consequences. At the present moment 
several districts in the Government of Kherson 
and Bessarabia suffer from a partial famine, 
while in the surrounding localities the surplus 
grain trom last year’s harvest cannot find a pur- 
chaser. The result of what I have been able to 

ather amounts to this: The want of rain bas 
generally felt, especially in the southern 
and soutwestern provinces. The extreme cold 
of the past winter has also been unfavorable. 
The lateness of the spring obliged many of the 
smaller cultivators, unable to buy hay when the 
winter stock was exhausted, to sell their werk- 
ing cattle, and naturally not only the price of 
the catile kept fell, but the cultivation of the 
fields suffered. The intelligence at present ob- 
tained includes forty governments. Ihe north- 
ein aud western governments, with a few excep- 
tional districts, have some right already to count 
upon a tolerable, if not a favorable harvest; 
but in the south and southwest there is literally 
no grass, and the rye crop comes in very poorly. 
Some of the central governments, especially 
along the Volga, seem to have betier hopes.

At the time of Ryan's arrest he 
bad with him ao old black bag, containing a lot 
of tools of no earthiy use, They would not open 
a \wo-and sixpenny lock, let aleme such doors 
and windows as are found in the Do man- 
sion. After Ryan's arrest be was taken before 
Justice McQuade, and sent, it is said, to tue Asy- 
lum, on Blackwell's Island; at least it was from 
the Island that bis brother obtained bis dis- 
ebarge. Ryan had in his bag a linen coat, 
fp tted with blood, but the spots amou ted 
to nothing. At the time of the burglary 
at the Donnelly mansion it was occupied 
by the Lord family, who were said to be 
connected with the Lord who was robbed of 
some 510.000 worth of boads. Ryan was found 
hangivg about tbe Donnelly mansion by Officer 
Conklin ; aod, after be was arrested and com- 
mitted to a cell, his boots were tried in the foot- 
marks about the house, bat they did not agree. 
During the time Ryan was in our custody the 
name of Nathan was never meationed. Wheo- 
ever the members of the force take up the 
Rogues’ Gallery Pictares aad come across 
the picture of Michael Ryan, they always laugh, 
aud say, That's Conklin’s burglar.”

The propeller got about two-thirds 
thiough the bridge and then stopped. It is 
stated that respectable citizens heard her Cap- 
tain, while passing Madison street bridge, swear 
that that was the last bridge he was going to 
stop for that nigbt. 

The collision was entirely due to the criminal 
reckiessuess or stupidity of tle Cactain of the 
propeller. The Elmira is in port for the firss 
time, and, as the Oaptain knew nothing about 
the 2 ordinances, he should have emploved 
atug. But, to save a few dollars, he tried to go 
up river alone, and the result was a fearful 

lision, which came near costing the lives 
of several human beings. The bridge is 
damaged to the amount of about $500. The 
horse, which was procipitated into the river along 
with a bogey, was found to be so badly injured 
that it bad to be killed yesterday. The bridze- 
tender, who was struck in the back by the turn- 
ing of the lever, bas so far recovered that he 
could be about yesterday, but he is still suffer- 
ing severely.

On examining the ordinance carefully, it ap- 
pears that the Marshal can really do certain 
things, to-wit: 

First—He can draw $4,000 a year, and give a 
bond for $25,000. 

Second—He can divide the city into districts 
and assign officers to them. 

Third—He can appoint special policemen 
without pay. 

Fourth— He ean prepare estimates of the cost 
of the Deparimeat for the Comptroller. 

Fifth—He can certify pay-rotis. 

Sixt — He can report to the Council. 

There are several other expressions in the 
above ordinance having reference to power,” 
and ‘‘controi,” and authority, but they seem 
to have been pat in to fill up, as will be seen by 
the rollowing list of 

WHAT THE MARSHAL CANNOT Do: 
firsi—He cannot appoint, suspend, or remove 
his first or seound deputies—nor can the Mayor, 
for that matter. 

Second—He cannot make or unmake a Sergeant 
unless the Mayor says he is willing. 

Third—He cannot discharge or appoint even a 
patrolman on the force. That power is practical- 
ly given to one of his deputies, over whom he 
bas no control. 

Fourh—He cannot give an order except 
through a man appointed by the Council, aud 
be cannot ea!lorce an order after he has given it. 

Not to put too flue a point upon it, Mr. Dunlap 
will, if he take the position, be a surt of estimate 
clerk of Jake Rehm’s, with responsibility for a 
force over which he has no sort of coutrol, and 
with power to issue orders which he cannot en-
